First, by comparing the explicit claim steps with the purported claimed 
steps of melting and pulling, one can tell the constructuion is such that applicant Intended the melting and pulling to NOT be explicit 
steps. Moreover, as per 37 CFR 1.111c) applicant is required (at the time of the filing of amendment) to indicate why the claims defined 
over the prior art. At that time Applicant made no statement that the claims required the specific steps of melting and pulling. It is 
unreasonable for Applicant to NOW chose to indicate that the claims have a narrow scope so as to overcome the the prior art rejection. 
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
